The National Wholesale Druggists’ Association elected 
officers for the ensuing year and heard reports on 
prohibition and business conditions at its annual 
meeting in Detroit. 





Imports of perfume materials and chemical salts dur- 
ing September amounted to 14,820 pounds, valued at 
$25,177. ‘ 

September dye imports show decline compared with 
August, but were heavier than in September, 1924. 
Advantages of a chemical exchange are pointed out by 
the Hamburg correspondent of Druc & CHEMICAL 
MarKETS in a description of the proceedings daily en- 
acted on “Die Boerse” and the stabilizing effect upon 

commercial transactions. 

Opposition to price cutting in the drug trade and strong 
support of bills to legalize resale prices is develop- 
ing among manufacturers.

Solvent naphtha 
and xylene very tight. Pyridine fairly steady. Cresylic 
acid lower. Intermediates quiet. -Ortho-toluidine 
firm. Meta-nitro-para-toluidine down. 

Tallow weakens. Cottonseed oil breaks on crop report. 
Coconut oil still unobtainable. Olive oil foots easier. 
Chinawood oil steady. Linseed oii firm. Rapeseed 
oil easy. 

Trading in fine chemicals has fallen off somewhat but 
prices are generally firm. Quicksilver has recovered 
slightly and codliver oil is easier. 

Consuming demand for crude drugs is not up to recent 
levels, but prices show an upward trend, due _ to 
scarcities at primary sources. Shipment prices are 
generally higher than spot prices. 

Price changes were numerous in essential oils with 
many advances due to scarcity of products and spe- 
culation.

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STRICTER SELLING 

Probably every seller of chemical and (drug 
products has more than once wished that his goods 
could be sold at an open, fixed price; known in ad- 
vance, not subject to frequent violent fluctuations. 
Because this is an economic impossibility, the em- 
phasis of sales competition is of necessity more di- 
rectly on price than on any other feature, and yet 
there are recent tendencies among buyers which 
show an increased interest in other factors than 
dollars and cents. It is rather curious to note, 
that it is within the chemical field itself that this 
interest is displayed in a most lively and practi- 
cal form. There has appeared recently an increas- 
ing demand by purchasing agents that goods be 
delivered as per definite specifications as to chemi- 
eal content. This return to more serious consider- 
ation of the quality of the goods and the character 
of the seller is only another bit of evidence that the 
muddied waters of chemical and drug trading are 
beginning to clear up. Responsible consumers are 
asserting themselves in the words of the old Scotch 
proverb; ‘‘Cheat me in the price but not in the 
goods’’. Sellers will do well to remember another 
time-worn adage, that ‘‘The recollection of quality 
remains in the mind of the purchaser long after 
the price is forgotten’’. 





THE CARTEL CONSOLIDATES 


The long-talked-about combination of the com- 
panies composing the German dye cartel, into a 
single corporation, with exchange of stock and 
consolidation of plants, has just been completed, 
according to advices from Hamburg. The Cartel 
is reorganizing its machinery for more efficient 
speration and lower costs, to consolidate and 
strengthen its position in the chemical and dye- 
stuff world. Plants working on products requir- 
ing coal or lignite as a starting point, will be 
moved to the lignite fields. Those units capable 
of producing certain classes of dyes most cheaply 
will make them exclusively, while others will drop 
their production. All efforts ‘are toward mass 
production at minimum costs. 

In the United States, an echo of the move for 
greater efficiency in Germany, is heard in the news 
of consolidation of selling and manufacturing units 
in the dyestuff fields. On October first, a manu- 
facturer, also sales representative for one of the 
largest German dye makers, became part of the 
General Dyestuff Corp., into whose hands the sale 
of German dyes in this country, seems to be de- 
volving. Dame Rumor has it that another of the 
large selling agencies in America will also join tho 


Corporation later and that negotiations are now 
under way. 

Consolidation of the Cartel is rapidly being 
placed under centralized control, not only in Ger- 
many, but over the entire world. Out of chaos, 
the Germans are slowly, but surely, welding to- 
gether a powerful machine to encompass the globe 
in the sale of their goods. The amalgamated Car- 
tel is headed by Dr. Bosch, the inventor and cer- 
tainly the industrial advocate of the new solvents 
and fertilizers, which Badische is developing. The 
fact that Dr. Bosch heads the new organization has 
an obvious significance. 





WHY CONTINUE EXCLUSION? 

During the Chemical Exposition in New York, 
a well-known brand of filter paper was ruled out 
because of its foreign origin. The sellers of this 
foreign-made paper immediately hired a store op- 
posite to the Grand Central Palace where the 
chemical show was being held, and staged an im- 
promptu exhibit of their own. ‘‘Sandwich men’’ 
were hired to walk up and down in front of the 
exposition building, carrying placards which an- 
nounced this lone exhibit. 

The episode caused a stir and again brought 
up the old question of admitting foreign exhibits 
at the Chemical Exposition. The question has 
been thrashed out many times and each time, the 
‘‘exelusionists’’ have won on the ground that the 
Exposition is primarily a display of American- 
made products. That the sentiment behind ex- 
cluding foreign exhibits was born of pride in our 
war-won chemical progress, nurtured by jealousy, 
and now continued by selfish habit, appears fairly 
obvious. Many of the exclusionist group feel that 
American chemistry cannot yet afford to give for- 
eigners an opportunity to gain a foothold in the 
Chemical Exposition. 

Perhaps no more vigorous champion of the 
eause of the American manufacturer of chemicals 
or allied products has fought than Drue & CuEem- 
IcAL MARKETS, but it has been our belief that the 
restriction of the Chemical Exposition to purely 
American exhibits, unquestionably restricts the 
value of the show. To keep out foreign exhibitors, 
is not to exelude the sale of their goods in this 
country. Developments in the United States dur- 
ing the last five years have placed domestic manu- 
facturers in a position to weleome comparison with 
foreign products in the matter of quality. Eu- 
rope no longer has a monopoly on high grade prod- 
ucts or machines. Ours are equally as good. To 
throw onen the Chemical Exposition to the entire 
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world is not only the American spirit in business, 
but it would increase. the value of. the exhibits 
many times to the*¢hemical process industries of 
the United States. 





In the fight against corrosion the chemical indus- 
try has a broader interest than finding a method 
of prevention. Manufacturers always have suf- 
fered from the effect of corrosion in plant equip- 
ment. In the dye industry, in the manufacture of 
oils, in separation tanks and filters, in drying 
chemicals, in castings, pump rods and in a hundred 
other details of chemical work, corrosion creeps in 
and ‘handicaps the work, prevents the attainment 
of desired results and sometimes is the cause of 
inferior products. Even the consuming industries, 
textiles, rubber, glass and paper, which use only 
the purest chemicals, cannot escape the ravages of 
disintegration. Research has discovered its causes, 
and it remains for chemistry to find a remedy which 
will protect the industries from this enormous an- 
nual waste. 





While rayon plants are still rapidly multiplying 
in Europe, England, the United States and even 
in Japan, the home of natural silk, news comes 
from Italy that the largest manufacturer of artifi- 
cial silk in that country has successfully produced 
a new fibre that may supplant rayon and drive 
woolen and cotton goods off the market. Changes 
come thick and fast in these days of chemical re- 
search, but it is hard to believe that the manufac- 
ture of goods from wool and cotton will be aban- 
doned for a synthetic product for many years to 
come. The world is slow to adopt new material for 
clothing, and the qualities of the new product must 
tandergo severe tests before it will be accepted even 
as a substitute in case of need. 





Having accomplished the linguistic feat of im- 
porting Sodium Paraoxyphenylarsenate without 
missing a syllable, a well known chemical house has 
tested the chemical and philological resources of 
the Treasury Department by requesting a draw- 
back on the product because it is to be used in the 
manufacture of Acid acetyloxyaminophenyl-Arse- 
nic-Stovarsol for export. It may seem to be an un- 
friendly act to export a product with such a name 
to countries that never did us any more harm than 
sending their surplus criminals over here, but con- 
sidering its usefulness in medicine they may not 
complain. In that case the drawback will have no 
comeback.

An Inside Glimpse of Daily Trading on “Die Boerse’” and how Chemi ca 
Sales are Handled

HE Hamburg Exchange, or as it is known over 

here, “Die Boerse,” contrary to the various Amer- 

ican exchanges, combines under one roof trading 
in all commodities. Every branch of business is re- 
presented; whether to trade in coffee, cocoa, wheat, 
hides, drugs or chemicals; whether an importer or an 
exporter, manufacturer or broker, dealer or speculator; 
whether to arrange for marine insurance, whether to 
book freight to foreign ports or whether to buy or sell 
stocks, bonds, foreign exchange, everybody goes to 
“Die Boerse.” It simplifies business to such an ex- 
tent that the merchant by spending an hour daily at 
the exchange can really negotiate the essential part of 
his business within that period and with no further 
exertion than to walk under the shelter, on one floor, 
to any other business man with whom he has to trade. 
Every business concern of any importance is represented 
at the Exchange. Membership can be obtained at a 
nominal fee and it would be unheard of for any con- 
cern, in any regular line of business, not be a mem- 
ber. 

The building is so arranged that each branch of 
trade has a section to itself. Thus, in one part of the 
building: are all the stock brokers, a special place for 
foreign: exchange dealers and special seats reserved for 
the members of the big banks. In another corner of 
the building are represented the insurance companies 
and: insurance brokers. A -few steps away are re- 
presentatives. of the steamship. companies, where con- 
cerns like the. Hamburg-American Line have small 
offices, which are used only during the exchange hours. 
Across the floor, are found the sections where the 
coffee dealers are located and so on through all the 
branches’ of trade. One of the largest sections is 
reserved for the chemical trade and allied lines, where 
practically all business is done through brokers. Ham- 
burg, being the chief continental import and export 
center has naturally a predominance of merchants 
whose business is the import and export trade. From 
the far corners of the earth, goods are shipped into 
Hamburg. Hamburg reships, in turn, to all corners 
of the world the products’: manufactured in Germany, 
Austria. and Czechoslovakia, Scandinavia and_ other 
European industrial centers. 


The Export Procedure in Chemicals 


Consider the saving of time for the exporter. He 
receives in his morning’s mail from a customer in 
South America, twenty different orders, ranging from 
hardware and dry goods to food products and fur- 
niture or for ten different chemicals. At a certain 
time of the day he goes to the exchange and finds there, 
within a few steps, all the appointed sales representa- 
tives of all the chemical manufacturers in, Germany. 
He can, by telephone from his office, ask these re- 
presentatives or brokers to give him the quotations at 
the Exchange and on the floor he receives all offers 
from everv factor, enabling him to place his order im- 
mediately, at the same time booking freight, insurance, 
etc. Whether a factory is located at Frankfort or 
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The Hamburg Boerse 


Berlin, whether in the North or South of Germany, 
if the factory is of consequence, there will be an agent 
in Hamburg who goes to the exchange daily and sees 
his prospective customers. But, not only the Germans 
but also the big Dutch, Belgian, French and other 
foreign manufacturers have their sales representatives 
in Hamburg. Without a trace of exaggeration, more 
than-90 per cent of all business that is placed in Ham- 
burg, is consummated at the exchange. 

Tt actually brings together at “Die Boerse” the buyer 
and the seller, sometimes direct, mostly through brokers 
or representatives and the saving of time can easily 
as compared with the way business is 
done ‘ordinarily from office to office. 

To illustrate the working at the Exchange, let us 
assume that Fritz Hubermayer & Co. in Breslau are 
in the market for 25 tons -of oxalic acid. He wires his 
broker in Hamburg to buy this quantity: for him. The 
broker receives the telegram on the floor of. the ex- 
change, or in his office before he goes to the exchange. 
He immediately, on the floor, sees the representatives: of 
the three or more makers of this material, also the 
second hands and gets their prices and deliveries 

If Mr. Hubermeyer has full confidence ia kis proker, 
he has probably instructed him to buy at the market 
or given him a limit at’ which to buy. If the broker 
finds that he can do better for his principal, the latter 
derives the full benefit of this; if he finds he cannot 
buy at the limit received, he gets his party on the long 
distance telephone in the Exchange, and ‘informs him 
of prices. As there is no question that the broker has 
had prices from each and every one of the factors, 
Mr. Hubermeyer is fully informed about the market 
and can immediately decide whether he wants to buy 
his 25 tons. If the price is attractive, he may want to 
increase his order, or if price does not suit him, only 
buy about 5 tons to cover his immediate needs, leaving 
it to the broker to pick up the other 20 tons at the 
right moment, when prices are more in his favor. The 
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imfporter’s business is facilitated in the same way, be- 
cause whether he imports chemicals or anything else, 
he will dispose of his wares at the exchange through 
brokers to the traders or consumers. 


No Official Records Kept 

No prices or official records of transactions consum- 
mated at the exchange are kept (with the exception of 
the stock and bond dealings), but immediately after a 
deal has been closed, the broker sends his confirmation 
to the buyer and seller and unless same is corrected, 
in case of mistakes, by the official exchange time the 
following day, it stands as binding to all parties con- 
cerned. In case of a dispute later on, there is a special 
arbitration committee for every particular branch of 
trade whose findings are binding. All disputes must 
be submitted to such arbitration committee within a 
given period of time. How this procedure eliminates 
the irresponsible dealers can easily be appreciated. 

Prior to the war, anyone could go on the floor of 
the exchange but this has been changed and guests 
can only be admitted by proper guests cards, issued 
to regular members only and for which there is a small 
fee. Every firm represented at “Die Boerse” has a 
definite place where a representative can always be 
found, large firms often sending three or four repre- 
sentatives. There are many columns in the building 
and these are numbered with figures and letters and 
most firms have the location of their seat or stand 
printed on their letter heads. In addition there is an 
exchange directory, ‘where ‘any stranger ican, at 4 
glance find out where he can find the firm with whom 
he intends to do business. 

The official exchange time is from a quarter of two 
until two thirty. The building is open from about 
twelve to four but during that time only the stock 
brokerage houses have their representatives there, other- 
wise the building is deserted. During the official three 
quarters of an hour, “Die Boerse” becomes a regular 
bee-hive, it often becomes so crowded that it is hard 
to move from place to place. It is a matter of prin- 
ciple to be there during this time and in order to in- 
sure attendance and punctuality of the members, a 
small fine for lateness of thirty pfennigs, which is 
about seven and one-half cents, is collected at the 
doors, which goes to some charitable institution. It is 
surprising how much a matter of honor it has become 
to be there on time. An old familiar sight worth seeing 
is to watch the patriarchs of the city, often with their 
high silk thats, running for blocks to escape paying this 
small fine. In all the restaurants where the Hamburg 
citizenry lunch, a bell is sounded five minutes before 
the official Exchange time, to remind them to pay their 
lunch checks and hurry, so that they do not come too 
late. 

Stabilizing Influence 

One more feature of the Exchange is the cable and 
telegraph service. All messages that reach the firms 
that are represented at‘the Exchange during the Ex- 
change hours are delivered to them, through a specially 
kept telegraphic service at their accustomed places in 
the building. Some(of the firms have small seats in 
order not to have to stand around for such a long 
time and for this there is quite a substantial additional 
charge. 

It is a matter of honor to be in good standing at 
“Die Boerse” and in case of firms using methods not 
considered ethical or not fulfilling contracts, their 
names are posted and they are frequently expelled for 
a certain length of time or even indefinitely, which 
practically puts such a firm out of business. Every 
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firm that finds itself in financial difficulties is obligated 
immediately to inform the Exchange Board. 

The lighter side of life is served at the Exchange 
by most social dates being made there whether for 
golf or bridge, concerts or theatre. Many a good joke 
originates there and finds its way into general circula- 
tion. The Exchange is the heart of Hamburg’s busi- 
ness, one of the greatest stabilizing influences in the 
commercial life of Germany. 


AMERICAN CYANAMID CO. TO SELL DIRECT 

American Cyanamid Co., New York, announces that 
effective Jan. 1, 1926, the sales of sodium and potassium 
prussiate manufactured by them will be handled directly 
by their own sales force under the direction of G. Thorn. 
This terminates the present arrangement under which 
Henry Peabody & Co., New York, are exclusive sales 
agents for these products in this country. 

Wilson D. Lyon, manager of the import department 
of Henry Peabody & Co., resigned Oct. 1 with no an- 
nouncement of ‘his future plans. Appointment of a 
successor is not anticipated in the near future. 








Under pressure of Japan’s soda ash industry the 
Monopoly Bureau is considering the selling of salt at 
a low price to the manufacturers of soda ash that they 
may be able to meet the competition of British im- 
porters. At present salt is sold to soda ash producers 
at 1.10 yen per 100 kin, but the manufacturers insist 
that the price must be cut to 40 sen, or the industry 
aided by a subsidy. A third proposal is that the im- 
port duty on salt be removed so that cheap salt may 
be obtained from the Asiatic mainland. Japan uses 
300,000,000 kin of soda ash annually and only about 
10,000,000 kin is of home production. 


German patents for the manufacture of artificial silk, 
artificial cotton and artificial wool have been discovered 
among the German patents controlled by the Chemical 
Foundation, Inc., through a research conducted by the 
Synthetic Organic Chemical Manufacturers’ Association. 
These patents can be leased at the rate of $100 a year 
by corporations which are at least 75 per cent. Ameri- 
can owned. 


Calcium ferrocyanide and all other ferrocyanides, 
cyanates and sulfocyanides or thiocyanates will be as- 
sessed with duty as chemical salts or compounds not 
specially provided for under Paragraph 5 of the Tariff 
Act of 1922 at the rate of 25 per cent ad valorem, under 
a decision of the Treasury Department. They have been 
admitted free of duty under Paragraph 1565 and the new 
order will not become effective for 30 days. 


Oxford Paper Co., Rumford, Me., has shipped seven 
carloads of the very highest grade magazine paper 
through the port of Portland to the Pacific coast via 
the Panama Canal. The reputation of these papers on 
the coast is said to be due to the English china clay 
used in coating the stock The low rates via the 
canal made this shipment possible. 

The National Fertilizer Association has submitted a 
brief to the Coolidge Muscle Shoals inquiry commission 
opposing the proposal to devote Muscle Shoals plant to 
fertilizer manufacture. The Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation on the other hand, says in its brief that the 
manufacture of fertilizers at Muscle Shoals is feasible 
and an economic necessity. 


Joseph Turner & Co., New York, announce that the 
first shipment of ammonium persulfate manufactured by 
North American Chemical Co., Bay City, Mich., was 
delivered last week. This is the first time that this 
material has been manufactured in this country. 
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Trade Sociiitutise on Alkali Prices for 1926 





Development of Liquid Caustic an Important Factor in 
Tatal Consumption—Total Used in 1924 Probably 
Doubled in 1925—Effect Upon Freight Rates—Buying 
Tends to Become Localized—Price Movements of 
Commodities Compared With the Prices of Alkalis— 
Commodity Prices Have Advanced Since 1924 From 
An Average of 53 Per Cent Above Pre-War to 67 
Per Cent, While Soda Ash Has Maintained a Level 
Price at 49 Per Cent and Caustic Soda 42 Per Cent. 
Consumers are awaiting the announcement of contract 

prices on alkalis, and since the first of the month, specula- 
tions have been rife as to what the announced price 
basis for 1926 would be. On the one side, there is con- 
siderable talk of a higher price, based on increased costs; 
and on the other, a belief held naturally by buyers, who 
hopefully expect that the present price basis will be 
maintained, in view of the sharp competition in all 
chemicals, 

A review, based upon the recent developments in the 
field and the statistical position of these materials, is, 
therefore, of timely interest. 

The past year has seen the development of liquid 
caustic business to a point where it appears to be really 
an important factor in the total consumption. Ship- 
ments of liquid during 1924 increased roughly one-third 
over 1923, and the increased total of 1924, has, it is 
estimated, been doubled during this year. This increase 
is due not only to a wider use among the very big 
consumers, but the base of this demand has broadened, 
and purchasers of quantities down to 250 or 300 tons are 
taking in liquid. The obvious advantage of handling 
the material, from the point of view of the consumer, is 
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largely the cause of this increase, which is not looked 
upon with disfavor by the producers, since it eliminates 
the old caustic pot operation, always a troublesome step. 

Increased use of liquid has marked effect upon freight 
rates. Liquid caustic is approximately 50% water, and 
so doubles the equalization of freight from different 
plants, which has already had a marked tendency in 
localizing buying. Even Syracuse and Niagara Falls 
have been put out to compete with liquid in New Eng- 
land, while the plants in West Virginia, Kansas, and 
Michigan have, what is virtually a monopoly, in their 
own field. 

As to the price future, it is interesting to study the 
chart of comparative price movements of alkalis, as 
contrasted against Bradstreet’s index of all commodity 
prices. The basis of zero is the average price of the alkalis 
and the commodities for the three years of 1908, 1909, 
1910. Due to the over-expansion of the _ industry, 
beginning with 1911, alkalis declined to a low point for 
ash of 30% below the three years’ previous average, and 
21% of caustic. At this time all other commod- 
ities, averaged by Bradstreet’s, had advanced 8%. Then 
came the War, and along with commodity, prices, the 
alkalis shot up rapidly. Since 1924, commodity prices 
in general have advanced from an average of 53% above 
pre-War, to a point which is now 67%, while ash has 
maintained a level price at 49%, and caustic soda 42%. 
Obviously, the percentage of increase shown by these 
two basic alkalis is below that of all commodities, and it 
is upon the foundation of costs, which these percentages 
indicate, that the prediction is based, that the present 
price basis has a rock-bed foundation.

Bleach and chlorine producers have announced a new 
schedule of prices effective Oct. 13 and applying on con- 
tracts over 1926. Bleach has been advanced again in 
accordance with the predictions of manufacturers who 
forecast higher prices each year due to the diminishing 
consumption of this product. Chlorine is in a strong 
position and makers report considerable discussion as 
to the advisability of advancing chlorine prices on car- 
lots as production over next year becomes fairly well 
sold ahead. Less carlot prices for chlorine are higher 
due to increased distributing costs. 

Consuming demand for the entire list of heavy chemi- 
cals is well up to normal and very few weak spots are 
present in the market. Barium carbonate remains the 
outstanding weak spot and prices are being cut sharply 
in all directions. Aqua ammonia remains in a weak un- 
settled state due to the decline in anhydrous ammonia. 

Acetone—Market remains firm in all directions and 
makers of both fermentation and acetate of lime acetone 
quote unchanged prices. 

Acid Formic—Heavy demand continues but the large 
volume of material in the hands of the low-priced sellers 
keeps prices from advancing. 

Acid Oxalic—Spot market firm at unchanged prices 
and both importers and domestic producers report a 
heavy demand. 

Ammonia Anhydrous—Market remains in a sharply 
competitive condition and quotations are given at 16%c 
tb for spot goods and shading of these levels is probable 
for contracts.

Formaldehyde, 40% by volume, has brightened up a 
bit and prices are steadier at about £39 per ton, ex- 
wharf. 

Oxalic acid has received more attention and’ the mar- 
ket is steadier at 344d per fb, spot. 

Carbonate of potash has hardened with business good 
and supplies limited; 92 to 94%, £ 24 10s; 96 to 98%, 
£26 10s casks, ex-wharf. 

Carbolic acid crystals, which were dull for a long 
period, are now active, with good business passing for 
export to Japan and the East. The price advanced from 
4d to 434d per tb, f. 0. b. and the market is firm at 
that rate.

(Special Cable to Druc & CHEMICAL Markets) 


Hamburg, Germany, Oct. 14—The heavy chemical 
markets are lifeless. The trade seems to be waiting for 
conclusion of the negotiations at Locarno and no im- 
provement is probable until the standing of Germany in 
the League is decided. 

Products that are particularly weak are sodium sulfide, 
chlorate of potash, oxalic acid and epsom salt. 

Quietness prevails in carbolic acid, potassium per- 
manganate, the fluorides, ammonium sulfate and _ salt 
cake. 

Firmness has developed in Glauber’s salt (crystals), 
potash alum, sodium hyposulfide and potassium chrome 
alum. 

Hamburg, Oct. 3 (By Mail)—Yellow prussiate 
of soda, which was offered at low prices last week, has 
been taken off the market by eager buyers, and only 
high-priced material is now available. Some business 
has been done in yellow prussiate of potash, in caustic 
pctash and sulfate of ammonia. Only slight demand 
for sal ammoniac is apparent and the sales were con- 
fined to white granulated 98-100 per cent. Chlorate of 
potash is in demand, but no large business is passing. 
Sodium fluoride, caustic soda and Glauber’s salt, cal- 
cined, are quiet at unchanged prices. 

Permanganate of potash is offered at a slight reduc- 
tion. Oxalic acid is extremely dull. The wood alcohol 
business with the United States is controlled by Ba- 
dische Aniline- und Sodafabrik, Ludwigshafen. Prices 
are unchanged.

INSECTICIDE PACKAGES TO BE SIMPLIFIED 
Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14—A conference will be 
held under the auspices of the Simplified Practice Divi- 
sion of the Department of Commerce on Oct. 29 in 
connection with insecticide simplification. The Agri- 
cultural Insecticide and Fungicide Mfrs.’ Ass’n. has 
developed a simplification recommendation which pro- 
poses the reduction from 39 to 18 in package sizes of 
arsenate of lead, calcium arsenate, Paris green, and 
Bordeaux mixture, and elimination of nearly 54 per 
cent, 

The Association’s Simplification Committee estimates 
that approximately 87 per cent of the materials are now 
being shipped in 18 package sizes ‘proposed for adop- 
tion as a simplified line. 





The American Smelting and Refining Co. has de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of $1.75 a share on the 
common stock, placing it on a basis of $7 a year, com- 
pared with $6 theretofore.

Coal tar light oils were unchanged during the week 
and the market for benzene held up very well after the 
recent decline. No shading of jprices is announced in 
any quarter. The various grades of xylene-and solvent 
naphtha are very tight with quotations nominal. Toluene 
is offered rather freely although quotations are firm 
and unchanged. Cresylic acid is weak, owing to the 
heavy spot stocks that are here on consignment, and 
prices declined further during the week. Phenol is 
barely steady at recent prices and some goods are re- 
ported to have been bought inside the market. Naph- 
thalene remains quiet and prices are not very stable. 

Intermediates show no change and makers are unable 
to report any increase in demand. Prices are being 
maintained at unchanged figures on the entire list. The 
toluidine group remains the only unsettled spot in the 
market and factors can see no hope of ‘the situation 
reaching a sound basis in time for closing contracts for 
next year’s business. 


Crudes 


Benzene—Market steady and prices are firm at last 
week’s reduction. Industrial demand remains heavy and 
motor fuel (blenders are absorbing the surplus.

Phenol—Market barely steady at unchanged quota- 
tions and some small lots are reported to have been 
bought inside the market during the past week.

Pyridine—Market fairly steady over the week at $4.30

in any direction and quotations are nominal. 

Toluene—Market well supplied with material for 
prompt shipment but quotations are firm and unchanged 
at 26c gal. in tanks, and 3lc gal. in drums at mills.

CHINA’S INDIGO IMPORTS DECREASE 


Business in Sulfur Black Growing—Americans, Japanese 
and Germans in Competition 

Importations of indigo into Tientsin for the first six 
months of 1925 were 20,203 piculs, against 27,506 piculs for 
the corresponding period of 1924. The 1925 importations 
seem to be normal as 1924 figures were higher than con- 
sumption warranted, due to a desire on the part of Ger- 
man importers to bring up their stocks depleted in 1923, 
writes Assistant Commercial Attache, A. H. Evans, Pe- 
king. 

Spring indigo business was fair, but did not reach 
the high figures expected as a result of the cessation of 
business in the last half of 1924. This failure of the 
market to come up to expectations was due to lack of 
transportation facilities which prevented an easy flow of 
undyed and dyed cloth to and from the dyeing centers. 

Sulfur black statistics are not yet available, but the 
business continued to increase in volume, with Japanese 
and American firms doing most of the business, due to the 
high prices quoted by the German companies during the 
first quarter of this year. This situation was changed by a 
29 per cent cut in prices by the German sellers at the end 
of a period under review, so that the Fall season will prob- 
ably see extremely severe competition in this color, with 
lower prices than prevailed in the spring. 

Imports of other colors for the first six months of 
1925 were valued at 226,486 haikwan taels against 1,114,138 
haikwan taels for the corresponding period of 1924. This 
falling off of imports was due chiefly to the very heavy 
stocks carried over from 1924, sales being about normal, 
although these were also hindered by the poor transpor- 
tation facilities. 

At the beginning of July, indigo prices were fluctuating 
around 28 to 33 taels per picul. These prices are the 
lowest that have prevailed in China for many years. 








The Technical Committee on Color, Federal Specifi- 
cations Board, has lost its chairman, Capt. William J. 
Crosson, U. S. Marine Corps Quartermaster Depart- 
ment, who has resigned because the committee meets 
in Washington and he is stationed in Philadelphia. 
Capt. Crosson remains a member of the committee, but 
is succeeded as chairman by Lt. Col. John A. Wagner. 


The Japanese Minister of Commerce and Industry is 


working on a plan to limit importation of American 
dyes, owing to the failure of the tariff to protect the 
Japanese dye industry. The restriction placed on Ger- 
man dye imports gave importers of American colors a 
wider market and the domestic manufacturers have felt 
the competition. 


Paraguay has imposed export taxes of .40 gold pesos 
per 100 kilos on quebracho logs; 10 pesos on quebracho 
extract; and .05 pesos on guaiac wood, effective Sept. 1. 


Monsanto Chemical Works have started their new 
plant for the manufacture of paranitraniline. They ex- 
pect to have the chlorine plant in operation Nov. 1.

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SEPTEMBER DYE IMPORTS SHOW DECLINE 


Total 298,858 Pounds Compared With 330,674 Pounds 
in August and 160,978 Pounds in September, 1924— 
Indanthrene Blue GCD Leads in Quantity Imported— 
Germany Sent 62 Per Cent of Total Imports 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarxkETS) 


Washington, Oct. 14—Imports of coal tar dyes in 
September showed a drop compared with previous 
months of this year, but still were substantially larger 
than in the same month last year, according to the 
chemical divisions of the Department of Commerce and 
the Tariff Commission. 

Total imports last month were 298,858 pounds, with 
an invoice value of $285,642, which compared with 330,- 
674 pounds, valued at $303,612 in August, and 160,978 
pounds valued at $159,620 in September, 1924. The total 
imports for the nine months ended with September 
were 3,808,526 pounds in 1925, compared with 1,601,013 
pounds for the same period of 1924. 

Germany sent 62 per cent of the total dyes imported 
last month; Switzerland, 21 per cent; Belgium, 5 per 
cent; Italy and England, 3 per cent each; and France, 
Canada, and ‘Holland, 2 per cent each. 

The five leading dyes, by quantities, imported last 
month were Indanthrene blue 'GCD, 16,421 pounds; Ciba 
scarlet 2G paste, 9,813 pounds; Indanthrene yellow GR 
8,926; anthraflavone, GC, 8,213; and brilliant indigo 4B 
paste, 6,412. 

Receipts of synthetic aromatic chemicals totaled 21,- 
764 pounds, valued at $30,220 against 5,191 pounds, 
valued at $17,820, in August. Imports of medi- 
cinals, intermediates, photographic developers and 
other coal tar products totaled 85,706 pounds, valued at 
$35,914, against 55,386 pounds, valued at $25,981, in 
August.

Vegetable oils showed little change over the week, 
except cottonseed oil which broke sharply on a revised 
Government crop report estimating a gain of 750,000 
bales. Large soap makers were buying heavily of 
cottonseed oil and this prevented the market from de- 
clining further and caused it to recover appreciably from 
its low point. The tight situation continues in coconut 
oil and absolutely nothing is obtainable before Nov. 15 
for the open market, and it is doubtful that imports ar- 
riving by that time will be more than sufficient to 
cover contract requirements. Olive oil foots have eased 
off slightly on spot and for shipment. Linseed oil ad- 
vanced with higher seed market and crushers report 
satisfactory demand. 

Tallow was the outstanding feature of the animal 
group as it displayed considerable weakness.

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The market for fine chemicals during the week has 
not been up to levels established during September, 
but trading is still of fair proportions and consuming 
demand is good. Demand for a number of staple items 
is on the increase and in some instances prices have 
followed demand. Some weaknesses have developed, 
due to competition, receipt of larger stocks, or brought 
about artificially. A much firmer tone is evident in 
the mercury market although actual demand has not 
reached anything like sizeable proportions. An advance 
has been effected in the price of this commodity with 
glycerin advanced on good demand; also bay rum and 
thymol.

Crude drug trading fell off somewhat during the week, 
but is yet of fair proportions.

ALCOHOL TAX HEARING SET FOR OCT. 29 
(SZecial to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 14—The Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representatives, which is 
to begin hearings on Oct. 19 on a revision of the Re- 
venue Act, will hear arguments on Oct. 29 relative to 
the alcohol tax. 

The American Drug Manufacturers’ Association, the 
American Manufacturers of Toilet Supplies and the 
Proprietary Association will have representatives at the 
hearing. The drug manufacturers will oppose any re- 
duction or elimination of the alcohol tax, while the toilet 
supply manufacturers will favor it. 





Search and seizure on premises for narcotics cannot 
be made without a warrant, according to a decision this 
week by the United States Supreme Court. In the 
Federal Court for the Eastern District of New York, 
Frank Agnello and four others were convicted of con- 
spiracy to violate the Harrison Narcotic act and were 
sentenced to two years each in the penitentiary, with 
an accompanying fine in each instance of $5,000; but 
the case was appealed to the Supreme Court, with the 
result that the court has given Agnello the right to 
another trial, stating in its opinion that the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution had been violated.

serve its purpose, absolute refusal to sell drug goods 
to the offenders was proposed.

Sewall D. Andrews, president, said in this address: 
“The wholesale drug trade, which passed through the 
period of enforced adjustment with no serious damage, 
is in a position to go ahead with confidence and the ex- 
pectation of a healthy increase in sales. The install- 
ment-plan debt of the United States is said to amount 
to more than $3,000,000,000. ‘Whether this manner of 
extending credit is evil or whether it marks a develop- 
ment in modern merchandising, which will persist and 
which is not to be deplored, is a question that thas 
reputable supporters on both sides.” 

Mr. Andrews advocated price maintenance legislation, 
asserting that “there probably has never been a time 
in the history of American business when the evil of 
destructive price cutting was more prevalent than at 
present.” 

The Special Committee on Prohibition, headed by 
Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, of New York, urged co- 
operation with the Government “to make a complete 
success” of the Andrews plan of prohibition enforce- 
ment. “No such radical change as that outlined by 
General Andrews,” said the report, “can be effected 
without some friction, individual instances of annoyance 
and hardship.” 

The Committee on Drug Market reported that drug 
business conditions for the year have followed the trend 
of general business in being uniformly good, and for 
the remainder of 1925 promise to be exceptionally good. 
Foreign merchants are taking much more care with 
the preparation of drugs for the American market, real- 
izing the importance of having their products come up 
to the standards of the U. S. Bureau of Chemistry, ac- 
cording to the report, which predicted less trouble with 
inferior quality goods. 

The Committee on Credits and Collections, of which 
William W. Gibson, of Albany, N. Y., is chairman, said 
in their report that “installment selling, if carried too 
far, will result in national disaster.”

The upswing in peppermint prices and the high level 
which has been maintained in this product for close to 
a year past, has reached the point where it almost com- 
pletely dominates the market for American essential 
oils.

ITALIAN CITRUS CROPS SHORT 


Spot prices on lemon oil have been abnormally high 
for several months, but most consumers and dealers on 
this side have been anticipating an easier market with 
the approach of the new crop, pressing of which begins 
in December. Detailed reports received by Ungerer & 
Co. from their Italian house, S. & G. De Pasquale, Mes- 
ina, indicate that the expectations of an easier market 

not likely to be realized. It is stated as a certainty 
that the 1925-1926 lemon oil production will be only 60% 
yf last year’s exceptional yield and 20% less than an 
average crop. Active demand has nearly cleaned up 
<s of old crop oil and the carry-over is estimated 
not more than 75,000 pounds. Costs of production 
high, also, but the most dangerous factor is the 
speculation. 

The orange oil crop likewise will be smaller, say 
Ungerer & Co., perhaps one-third less than last year’s, 
but the situation is less acute and less advance is looked 
for. Bergamot has already risen to unreasonable heights 
and an easier tendency is expected in the future. The 
production will be less than normal by about one 
quarter but the carry-over is quite substantial and con- 
sumption has been severely restricted by the speculation.

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Opposes Standards for Oils 
Fditor, Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS: 

In an editorial in your issue of Sept. 30, under the 
heading of “Fixing Essential Oil Standards,” I note 
that you have brought up the old, old argument that 
essential oils are susceptible to standardization and that 
some mystic advantage is to be gained by the consumer 
who buys according to certain set specifications. 

This absolutely is not the case as thas been proven 
many times, I take it you will agree with me that the 
only purpose of such specifications is to insure that 
the buyer will receive only oil of good quality. Un- 
fortunately, no possible set of specifications will in- 
sure this and it has already been demonstrated many 
times that dependence on such standards of physical and 
chemical characteristics frequently blinds the purchaser 
to serious shortcomings in oils that meet his standards 
of characteristics. 

Essential oils vary according to the locality in which 
they are produced, the climatic conditions during the 
growing season and jthe age of the oil. These varia- 
tions in their physical and chemical constants are con- 
siderable. Nevertheless, there are certain limits within 
which a normal oil should come. The establishment of 
these limits as standards might be of some use, but 
they are well known already. Moreover if the limits 
so established are: too rigid they will exclude many lots 
of genuine oil of excellent quality or compel its adul- 
teration to fit the arbitrary standard. 

The chief point is that once the standards are estab- 
lished they are of no real use to the purchasers since 
adulterated oi! of poor quality can meet them as easily 
as can pure oils. In the last analysis, essential oils can 
be judged intelligently only by their odor and by the 
results they produce. Any attempt to arrive at the 
same result by the short-cut of a set of simplified 
standards is doomed to failure and makes its chief ap- 
peal to: those who understand chemistry, but do not 
understand essential oils or their use. 

After all, the best answer to your plausible exposition 
is that the essential oil houses themselves, who scrutin- 
ize their purchases far more exhaustively than do their 
customers, have never been able to adopt any analytical 
standards which can accomplish more than to supple- 
ment the decision reached on the basis of the more 
delicate olfactory tests and no essential oil house would 
dream of accepting oil geranium or oil lavender merely 
because its analysis was correct. 

It is easy to see the appeal of your idea to the pur- 
chasing agent who dreams of the day when he can send 
out a request for quotations on a quantity of oil geran- 
ium, for example, guaranteed to meet certain limits, 
and choose the lowest price which comes back in con- 
fidence that he has done his best for his company. 

The man who expects to get first grade essential oils 
cannot depend upon arbitrary and useless standards. 
He must know a good essential oil or depend upon some 
one who does and he will do well to disabuse himself 
of any idea that an essential oil is necessarily cheap 
because it is low in price even if it does meet “specifica- 
tions.”
